Wo wi.h a better qualified 
body had been, chosen,— although there are 
eieentions.— but such as they are, they are in 
■or the neat two years. 

Ws have them for be! tor or worae, ar.d we 
must make the best of them. We shall ne*er 
get the electors lo do their duty until they 
suffer smartly Tor its neglect. They will, how- 
ever, call on Jupiter in vain. W. hope to aee 
the day when not to vote will be deemed a per- 
sona] reproach and disgrace. 



Ms. Wetton, the agent of the Royal Weit 
India Mail Company, hss reeantly arrived in 
Sydney, tor th* purpose of negotiating with the 
colonial Government a plan for the establish- 
ment of a monthly mail servite fie Panama. 
The directors of the company are willing and 
anxious to engage in the service, though alarge 
minority of the shareholders are timid about any 
extension of the company's present operations. 
This hesitation however would, it ia expected, 
give way if the Australian colonits offtred i 
h early patronage of the scheme. 

The Royal Mail Company la the only 
company at present in the Held. The two 
companie. lhat previously projected the enter- 
prise— ihc Australasian Pacific and the 
Direct Australian — have finally abandoned 
il; the Ooncral Screw Oompiny and the Austra- 
lian Royal Mail Company are both selling their 
vessels and winding-up their ajJtirs; nor i. there 
anyappearaneeof anynoweompanystarting which 
would select the BouLh Pacific at the field for its 
operations.. The Americana are not moving, 
and an attempt to awaken enthusiasm in Now 
York on behalf of the project has fallen through. 
If the present ofler of the West India Compsny 
should be rejected, therefore, the whole enter- 
prise runs the risk of being abandonee! inde- 
finitely, which would bcr matter of great 
regret. The colonies, however, if ihey would 
he helped at all in this matter, >nuat 
help themtelves. The Home Oovemment 
has been appealed to for sid, hut declines at 
present tn grant any subsidy. It will not even 
unite with the colonies in bearing half the ex- 
pense, though the bene fi Is of the service would 
be reciptocal. Whether Ibis is not parsimony 
rather than ccinnmy may be questioned. It it 
true that tho amount of postal revenue absorbed 
in subsidising the various ocean ateam naviga- 
tion companies is very great, but the postil re- 
venue derived from ibe nmile they carry is 
great also. In proof of tliis wo quote the foi- 
liming figures frnra a pamphlet recently pub- 
lished in London by a gentleman long and fami- 
liarly ncnuiinted with the working of the con- 
tract mail aervlce, The subsidies granted for 
the cuntrjt-L packet service for the financial year 
1856.7 are as follows; —

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According to a table published by order of Par- 
liament in 1353, No. 193, the earnings, by 
estimate of gross postage of letters far 1852, by 
slrvnihips, ires £1371,3-10, or only less thin the 
outlay, as shown above, by £79,259. It should 
be remembered, too, that the annual increase 
in corresp indeucn is very groat, and that a 
return of the receipts for 1956 would show a 
creel increase in the haiili. On the other hand, 
however, it must bo rrmembejed that there has 
been a reduction in the rate of colonial postage 
during the hst two years, which for a short lime 
will diminish the ravenuo, and also that the 
ah ore tibie does not include the teconl contract 
with the Eut opmn and Australian Mail Com- 
pany, which would add £1*1,000 to the totit. 
lint at. any ralo the Ocean Postal Service about 
pays ils W peMe a ; and ia not a ruinous tax on 
the revenue. There is no excuse, therefore, for 
strangling fresh enterpriaa by refusing to t attend 
lo tt encouragement. 

Bat though we think lhat the mother entinlrj 
not only might, but oi jjht, to lend a helping 
hand to d^vehn] th*. P*uama route, it it of no 
use to call on Jupiter for help if Jupiter it rs- 
s.ilved to be laiy, The liritish Government 
refuses lo give any assistance, and tho colonists 
have therefore to consider whether it is worth 
their while to tike the whole burden on thom- 
solves. The American G.ivirnment also tefuies 
to contribute any subsidy, though the establish- 
ment of the service would be of the greatest 
benefit to that large and growing commerce 
which eiists between the United Stales 
and Australia, Rut it is the practice of the 
model repub'ic not to grant any aid Lo the enter- 
prise of rivals. Indeed, wo believe, that, true to 
Lhe protectionist policy of the country, there ia a 
special enaclmenl which prohibits the grunting 
of mail subsidies to any foreign company. When 
the project of a Panama mail service waa mooted 
. In New York, the projectors did not hesitate to 
! look for a bonus of £7(1.000 from the Biitish 
and Australian Govern monta, but their own Qu- 
| vernment will not advance a cent to aid an 
English company lo carry out the wotk. 

This abandonment of the colonists to their own 
reaourcea would seem to foreclose all possibility 
of carrying out the service, were it not that 
the subsidy asked for ia comparatively 
so small as to seem tn place the work within 
reach. The Comply asks for £50,000 a-year, 
it the tonlract i. for seven years, and £80,000 ir 
the contract ia only for fire years, No mail 
service of corresponding magnitude is carried on 
for ao small a bam. Tail sum is fixed upon as 
being sufficient simply to cover the losses. No 
direct profit is aoughL for; the campomatinji 
gain to the Company being the additional 
trafile it will throw on to their line on tho other 
side of the isthmus. No other conopany, there- 
fore, could afford to underLake the work on the 
aame terms. For ihia sum of £50,000 a-year, 
the Com;. .iiiy offers to carry out a monthly mail 
service, making the passage regularly from 
Southampton to Sydney, and i-i'cs cvra-a, in fifty - 
two daye for eight months in the year, and in 
fifty-five dayt during the 
four months. During the 
iter, January, a 



November, Dawmter, , 



the south-east trades in the Pacific, which ate 
relied upon to help the outward bound steamer, 
are light, and doling the same four months the 
westerly brasses which prevail in the latitude 
of New Zealand, and which are trusted to to 
riToor the home ward hound mail, are also light, 
and for this reason three days extra would be 
genetally required to make the passage. The 
outward and homeward routes aia not identical, 
nor do either of them lie in a straight line from 
Panama to Sydney, The former paasea to the 
northward of Tahiti,' at which island it i» not 
Intended to call, and the latter follows a much 
more aoutherly course. But. according to the 
principles of great oircle sailing, those rontee. 
though apparently circuitous when drawn on a 
chart, are really but little longer than a 
direct lint, though much more favour- 
•bit as regsrda the prevailing set 
of the winds. The vessels to be 
employed in the service would be 2500 tona 
burden, of 400 horse -power, and propelled by 
screws. No boats exactly suited to Ike ser- 
vice are in existence, and it would bo necessary 
to build them expreaaly. As Ihey would not be 
required to carry any heavy cargo, they can be 
constructed exclusively with regard to speed ; 
and aa it ia proposed to rig them as fully as a 
Yankee clipper, thsy wilt be able to avail them- 
selves to the utmost of the benefit or the trade 
winds. The Company, we are assured, are not 
proposing to undertake this service without 
having carefully counted the cosl. The details 
have all been patiently aluJied, and the require- 
ments inf the Borvica have been thoroughly 
appreciated. Kailuro, therefore, is not to be 
apprehend etl, nor is there any practical 
difficulty in the way not only or attaining the 
speed proposed, but of even surpass ing iL At 
pic-sent the steamers run from Southampton to 
Panama in twenty-one days, calling not only at 
8t. Thomas, but nt two ™ ill porta en the 
northern const uf South Amsrici. Hr dropping 
these two calls, the time can easily be reduced 
lo nineteen days. Tho Panama railway is only 
forty-nine miles in length, and ia travened re- 
gularly in f jir hours. On the twentieth day, 
therefore, after leaving England the [nails and 
paasengers wuuld be on board the steamer in 
the Pacific. Thirty day. is an ample allowance 
for crossing this ocean. 

The colonists of New Zealand are greatly 
interested in the establishment of the mail ser- 
vice by way of Panama. No other route 
suits them ao well. Their Gavsromant is pre- 
pared to support it to the fullest extent wLich 
the circumstances of the colony justify. Mr. V. 
JltLLOsr Bfir.L has been deputed to enme on to 
Sydney, in company wi-.h Mr, Wetto*. aTmed 
with full powers to unite with the Gave rumen t 
oT New South Wulea in accepting the proposals 
of Mr. Wetton. Mr. Wkttjm, on his part, is 
authorised to make a contract provisionally on 
the shareholders in lUnglu'id ratifying the agree- 
ment, and to give a tp; ir.intc? thai within 
eighteen months or two yeirs after the filial 
compliance of the agretnent be! ween the 
two parties, the scrvica should hj com- 
menced. Instances have not been want- 
ing of late in v hich steam ■ packet 
enterprises hive lulfered from ton precipitate an 
attempt to realise them. The Riyal Mail Com- 
pany are anxious to avoid this error, anil lo bi 
allowed sufficient time to pte^aiB a.nd equip 
their vessels properly. 

Mr. Wp.TTOft's com nis 'ion is not to secure a 
confederation of these, colonies. His first er- 
rand is to New South Walca and New ZjalanJ 
conjointly, it being the intention of the company 
to make Sydney its terminus, calling at Auck- 
land on the outward, and Wellington on the 
homeward passage — adding a branch service 
betwoen New Zs.ua id and Melbourne, if the 
Victoiian Government shnuld piy lhe expenses. 
But if he ahuuld fail to secure sup- 
port in SyHooy, he is empowered Id 
betake himself to Melbourne, and makj 
an offer to the Government there. But the 
company is not prepared to go on to M-ilbourns 
for the same price as is specified in case Sydney 
is the trrminos. The vv mt of docking f.icil . 
lies in Hobs.in's Bay. and the grcntor ex-pen <ivc- 
ness of ail kinds oT labour in Port Phillip would 
require an increased subsidy. 

If ihe contract with the European said Aus- 
tralian Mail Company hsd cot bs^n ontored 
into, and the various offers for performing the 
mail aervicfl were, all before us, it would ao 
doubt be thought morn advantageous lo have 
accepted the offer of tho P. and O. 0 imiany to 
carry a monthly mail betwern Ceylon and 
Sydney for 1,000, and sdao th* 

offer oT the West In'lii Company to run 
a mail via Panama for £50,000. Ity this means 
a fortnightly mail w uld have hsen secured for 
less money than is at present pivldfor a m Jtlthly 
service. However, the colonic! are now com- 
mitted for the next five years to pay for an in* 
depen jent Lhiaugh line, and to pay n higher 
prieefor Lhe privilege of its being independent 
than if they had b- on contented tu have it 
earned out as a branch Line. The immediate 
question is whether i> is worth while tn patronise 
the development of another routo, tho charges 
of which will not commence for two years. 

The advantages resulting to this colony from 
the opening up of the Panama route would be 
very great. It would connect ui at once wi ih 
North and South America, ns well ai open up a 
new road to Europe. It wcuM increase lhe 
commerce and ren >wtt of nut harbour ; it would 
help to develop cur coal-fields, and give groatet 
volume to the a re uti of immigration. These are 
advantage) not to be despised, and which are 
worth some aa.-rifice to secure. The Parlia- 
ment, unfortunately, is nut now in session, and 
the Gurtmment would probably not venture to 
conclude a definite c>ntrsct in the Absence of a 
positive expression of opinion on the part of the 
popular representatives. But when lhe As- 
sembly meets again we cannot doubt that the 
proposal of the Mall Company will receive Ihc 
attention it deserves, and wc can hardly think 
that it will be peremptorily rejected.
